New York Affords Study. 

It is extremely interesting tostudy from the 
standpoint of a great New York financial in- 
stitution the great annual ebb and flow of the 
tide of hundreds of milHons. None of this 
ebb and flow is natural to New York itself. 
It is all caused by the needs of the great ag- 
ricultural class of the people in the interior. 

It is the farmer who causes high rates of 
interest in the fall, and it is not the farmer 
who is to blame for either of these things, 
because his demands are entirely legitimate, 
and could be satisfied with little disturbance

Rejection of Budget by the Lords 
Would Force Election Which 
Would Advance Ire- 

land’s Power. | 


New York, Oct. 22—[Special.}—Thomas 
Power O'Connor, member of the British par- 
Ulament from Liverpool for the last twenty 
four years and the untiring champion of 
Irish home rule, arrived today on the Lusi- 
tania. Mr. O’Connor, whose weekly cable 
letters appear exclusively in Tun Sunpar 
Tum, will remain in this country three 
weeks, possibly four, during which time he 
will visit a number of cities to make addresses 
explaining the home rule sit n to the 
Irish-Americans and receiving funds to help 
carry on the fight. 

Mr. O'Connor was met at the pier by a com- 
mittee of the members of the United Irish 
Land league, and escorted to the Hoffman 
house, where a reception was held this even- 
ing. Mr. O Connor does not look the sixty- 
one years which, as he puts it, the calendar 
charges up against him. His frank smile 
and twinkling eyes are much in evidence 
and he was dressed right smartly in tweeds 
of a Bond street cut. He Wore one of those 
green alpine hats with a rosette in the back. 


Purpose of His Mission. 

Cheery personage that he is, O’Connor 
readily consented to talk freely on conditions 
in Ireland and his mission here, as well as the 
situation in the British parliament. Said he 
to a representative of THE TRIBUNE: 

“I come over at the request of my friend, 
John Redmond, to explain the home rule sit- 
uation and raise funds for the cause that is 
dearest to the hearts of all Irishmen. The 
main obstacle to home rule is the power of the 
veto, and all our energies are being pointed 
in an effort to deprive the house of lords of 
this power. The coming election in England 
is of the utmost importance, ab the National- 
ists and Liberals will join forces ‘with a view 
of accomplishing this end. 

“It would be most favorable for Ireland if 
the budget should be thrown out, as in that 
event a general election would follow. How- 
ever, I fear that no such good fortune as the 
throwing out of the budget is in store for us.” 

Explaining wherein an 1 t 
election would be ‘ben efi! to Ireland’s 
cause, Mr. O’Connor said the general election 
would create a better balance. of power be- 
tween the two parties of the people, the Lib- 
erals and the Conservatives. A general elec- 
tion would make the Irish vote a more im- 
portant factor. 


Election Would Hurt Lords. 

It there were a general election, M course, 
the Liberal party would remain in far, but 
by a smaller majority. I should say about 
fifty in the house of commons,” he said. ‘‘ In 
that event the eighty-one votes of the Irish 
members would be of greater power as a 
lever in deciding questions, I believe the re- 
sult of a general election also would cut the 
power of the house of lords from an absolute 
to a suspensory power. This would mean 
that it would not have an absolute veto, but 


only a suspensory veto. 

“Take away the absolute power of the 
house of lords and Ireland will have home 
rule in two years, declared O'Connor. 

Speaking of the budget, Mr. O’Connor said 
his party favors the most of it. The Irish 
did not like some of the taxes, but liked the 
budget as a whole. 

“The budget question has an odd standing 
just at present, he continued. Legislators 
and the people in general are much up in the 
air,’ as I might say, in trying to determine 
just what the outcome of the matter is to be. 
When I left doubt was expressed on all sides 
as to what the outcome of the matter is to be. 
I noted with particular interest that the 
opinion is strong in some of the most dis- 
cerning quarters that the budget would be 
thrown out by the house of lords, and the 
discussions as to just what the outcome of 
such action would be are of extreme interest 
to those who are working for advancing the 
cause for which I myself and working. 

Will Explain Ireland’s Stand. 

“A general election would mean a great 
expense to the workers for ¢he Irish cause. 
Expenses in election work are always heavy, 
but. the benefits that will accrue to Irelard 
through the general election will be many— 
they ceratinly will be worth the expense. 

„have received reports from America 
concerning the interest which has been taken 
here in the matter of the British budget. 
I do not think, however, that this country 
thoroughly appreciates the full importance 
of the matter, nor that the Irishmen in 
America realize how important the matter 
is from an Irish stendpoint. During my 
stay here I will endeavor to bring out the 
important features in the case in so far as 
the cause is concerned. 

I have come, as I have said before, to 
lecture and try to raise funds for the Irish 
cause, This year there is a strong prob- 
ability that the conditions may be such as to 
demand a much larger amount of funds than 
is generally required. The budget question 
has s lot to do with this matter.“ 

Land Act Aid to Erin. 

Ot the land act, Mr. O'Connor said that it 
is in a complicated state and has several 
weak points. However, he looks for changes 
in the conditions shortly which win correct 
many ef the errors incident to this legisia- 
tion. Of conditions generally in Ireland, he

RAPPINGS TELL OF TRAGEDY. 


Sister Says She Received Spirit Mes- 
sage in Middle of Night. 


The party, consisting of man and wife and 
three small children, for whom searching 
parties. are scouring the Mojave desert in 
California, is belleved to consist of Jay 
Dougherty, a former resident of Chicago, his 
wife, and three children—Lois, aged 10;

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PATRICK M’CARREN IS DEAD 


Brooklyn Boss Succumbs as Re- 
sult of an Operation. 


Long Was Powerful Figure in Demo- 
cratic Councils. 


New York, Oct. 23, 2 a. m.—Patrfek H. Me- 
Carren, state senator and Democratic leader 
of Brooklyn, died at St. Catherine’s hospital, 
Brooklyn, at 1:15. o'clock this morning, never 
having completely rallied from the effects of 
an operation for appendicitis which was per- 
formed on Oct. 13. His death was not un- 
expected; in fact, the senator himself realized 
throughout the afternoon and the earlier part 
of the night that his end was near. 

Patrick Henry McCarren, by trade a 
cooper, by profession a lawyer, and by vo- 
cation a politician, was one of the most pic- 


life he probably was the most strongly in- 
trenched leader in New York state, and had 
even wielded some influence in national poli- 


tics. 

First Rose in Hill Days. 
Senator McCarren first became recognized 
as a coming leader in the days when David 
B. Hill was at the height of his power. By 
1808 he had become so well recognized that 
the Democratic state committee made him 
head of the executive committee. Five years 
later he wrested the leadership of Brooklyn 
from Hugh McLaughlin, who had held it for 
forty years.. Since that time the senator had 
won all primaries, though his political death 
was predicted each year. Charles F. Murphy, 
leader of ‘Tammany Hall, tried repeated - 
ly to overthrow McCarren, but never suc- 
ceeded, i 

McCarren’s opposition to Hearst’s candi- 
dacy for governor led to charges of treason 
against him, and his delegates were excluded 
from the party convention in April of last 
year, to name delegates to the Denver na- 
tional convention. Nevertheless he ap- 


His downfall then was confi- 
dently predicted, but only last month he 
received what he regarded as final vindica- 
tion when he won nineteen. of the twenty- 
three districts of his borough. 
Death Ended Life’s Romance.

In a detailed statement given out by the

In experiments of this sort, it is cus- 
tomary to use a simple diet in order that the 
chemical analysis of the foods may not entail 
any undde labor. In this instance the daily 
diet consisted of three-quarters pound of 
crackers, three ounces of corn flakes, two 
ounces of peanut butter, one and one-half 
ounces of sugar, three ounces of butter, one 
quart of milk, nine-tenth quart of water, 
and, in addition during the water period, 
three quarts addition of water was added to 
the daily menu. Of the nine-tenths quart 
of water taken daily during the preliminary 
and final periods, three-quarters of it was 
taken between meals.“ 

Results of Water Drinking. 

After sifting and bolling down their 
conclusions and translating them into non- 
technical language, the investigators be- 
lieve the influence of copious water drinking 
with meals to be as follows: 

The water, as it enters the mouth, comes 
first into contact with the saliva, diluting 
this fluid to a marked degree and causing this 
digestive fluid to assume greater digestive 
activity than that possessed by the natural 
saliva, which is secreted upon food which 16 
ingested unaccompanied by water. 

** Digestion is further accelerated and the 
products of digestion are more rapidly and 
completely absorbed through the presence 
of the large amount of water. 

Finally, as a result of the above factors, 
the body weight of the water drinker was in- 
créased two pounds during the five days of 
water drinking, a gain which was not subse- 
quently lost.“ 

Dr. Hawk, in reporting the results of the 
investigation, was careful to call attention to 
the fact that the experiments included tests 
upon but a single subject. He adds: 

However, the experiments up to date in- 
dicate that the drinking of large amounts of 
water with meals is most beneficial from the 
standpoint of health. Other investigations 
along similar lines are under way.

on Every Suspect. 


To “sweep the city clean of beggars, pick- 
pockets, burglars, holdup men, safe blowers, 
and such other persons as may be classified 
as being without visible means of support 
is the aim of a general order issued by Chief 
or Pultes Steward yesterday. It is an ex- 
teme of his fight ageinst men living on 
the pfoéeede of. disorderly houses, but the 
broom strikes ali classes of the dishonest 
Unemployed. 
Taking advantage of tho provisions of the 
vagrancy law he proposes to strengthen the 
methods of former crusades of a similar 
mature by a bureau of records that can ob- 
tain convictions in the courts, for it has been 
at that point that the previous crusades have 
fallen down. 
A clearing house for vag reports will be 
established at the detective bureau, to which 
will be sent from every police station in the 
city records of every person found conducting 
himiself in a manner making him amenable 
to the vagrancy law. When several of these 
have been received, covering a reasonable 
length of time in which a man should have 
found honest occupation, he will be taken 
into court and the evidence thus accumulated 
wil be presented against him. 


Text of Vagrancy Order. 

The text of the general order follows: 
“A special form vagrancy report is this 
day issued for the use of the department. A 
book of these forms, blanks in triplicate, will 
hereafter constitute a part of the regular 
records of each precinct. 

“One copy of each report will be trans- 
mitted to the commanding officer of the di- 
vision, one to be retained by the co and- 
ing officer of the precinct, and one forwarded 
through the division commander to the cap- 
tain of the detective bureau for record and 
1 comparison. 

„ Citizen’s clothes men and patrolmen will 
be required promptly to report all vagrants 
on their beats. Any failure to do 80 will be 
charged against their efficiency records, 
„Where arrests are made and it is possible 
to ascertain the residence or haunts of a 
prisoner, it shall be reported to this office 
for comparison with the report made by the 
patrolmen on the beat. 

“On the disappearance of a vagrant, patrol- 
men will endeavor at once to ascertain ‘the 
address to which he has removed. This in- 
formation should be transmitted directly 
from the precinct where the vagrant former- 
ly lived to the one to which he has moved. 
„Particular attention should be given to 
that class of vagrants who move from the dif- 
ferent districts. and an earnest effort be 
made to follow them up until driven from the 
se f Commanding officers wi. Jtrect those 
charged with the keeping of the record to re- 
port to the chief clerk of the detective bureau 
for instruction.“

‘Subsequently he told the state’s at- 
torney that Heitler and the other defendants 
had offered him money. 

Shats said it had been arranged that he 
should receive the alleged conspirators at hig 
home, 108 Peoria street. Detectives Loula 
and O’Keefe, he said, watched operations 
through holes bored in the wood partition. 
The arrest of the defendants and London fol- 
lowed. 

According to Detectives Loula and O’ Keefe 
the defendants offered Shatz $500 down and 
agreed to furnish whatever additional funds 
were needed for a trip to Panama until the 
cases against Heitler were disposed of. 
Shatz also testified, but the defense offset 
the value of his testimony, apparently, by 
citing stories reflecting on his character.

The business man in the city who always 
wants money from time to time also is com- 
pelled to pay more money for his loans, al- 
though he is not directly interested at the 
tums in these agricultural transactions. It 
te the farmer’s demand for cash which re- 
duces the reserves of the banks, decreases 
their ability to make loans and raises the 
interest rate to everybody. This is the one 
great startling feature of the crop moving 
system. 
Harvest Followed by Ebb. 

After all the crops are harvested and the 
hands are paid off and the little debts are set- 
tled up there comes the ebb of the tide. The 
country banks have no longer need for large 
sums of money. They begin to send their. 
surplus reserve into the big banks of the Nn 
cities where they can get interest on their 


deposits. 


During the winter this movement continues 
steadily and before spring is at hand condl- 
tions have been entirely reversed. 

The strong boxes of the big banks, particu- 
larly here in New York, are crowded with 
this idle money. Interest rates drop. The 
big banks are forced to make money enough 
to pay interest to the country banks which 
deposit with them. Legitimate channels of 
trade are gorged with money. The result is 
there is an inevitable tendency towards epec- 
ulation, and one finds every spring a boom in 
stocks and all sorts of shady transactions, 
the banks being forced in self-defense to put 


a decent return for it. 

Then a few months later comes the begin 
ning of the crop moving demand, and this 
ebb and flow of hundreds of millions across 
the country from the cotton plantations, the 
orange groves, and the wheat fields to the 
vaults of the big banks and back again is 
yesumed.

The chief 
turned over to Mr. Roe several detectives 
whom he directed to take orders from the 
leader in the white slave campaign. 

The Campbell girl was among the group 
taken in the recent raid on the White City re- 
sort, Dearborn avenue, owned by the noto- 
rious Maurice Van Bever. She had been 
transferred to that resort from the Impe- 
rial, owned by George Little. She was one of 
three\girle brought here from St. Louis.

Tells Secrets of the Traffic.

He is the 
chief glory of English music, , and. by comple- 
ment, the aching thorn in the flesh of his 
conservative ceuntrymea, For his energies 
have been ‘devoted to the creation of some- 
thing novel» something individual, and his 
success is a defeat for the academicians. 
With the Variations,“ the various ora- 
torlos and his overtures his fame has grown 
by leaps and bounds. To crown the work he 
has Offered a new symphony during the last 
year. 

It rests at the dnercy of no program,“ for 
which we give thanks. As it is symphony, 
it must stand logically for analysis by the 
severest canons of the art. And if the first 
test it fails. 

It is net symphonic in form; it is not sym- 
phonic in spirit. It is tone poem in struc- 
ture, and tone poem without a program ifs 
a refinement we have not had so far. Also 
is it tone poem in content and in intention. 
Its length is more than sufficient, but that is 
not particular to either symphony or poem, 
or any other form for that matter. It is mod- 
ern in the extreme, it is nolsy enough to be 
Russian, and it is difficult. 

But to come to a careful consideration of 
the effect—or the message, if you will 
there is no doubt or hesitation. It sounds im- 
menese. It sounds too much immense in 
spots; and after a long processfom of these 
spots, one to wonder what there is be- 
hind it. Such state of mind is not con- 
ducive to satisfaction. Doubt and truth have 
engineered more than one revelation, but 
the twins are responsible for still more dis- 
appointment. And it is of regret that we 
must

The introduction does not impress at first. 
It sounds too carefujly bald for sincerity. 
Y before many s have passed one 
réalizes that in all this splendid drab facade 
there is a tremendous strength, a sort of 
brutal honesty of intention, a certain rugged- 
ness of line that bodes il] for squeamish 
tastes. T? only the theme did not suggest old 
friends from other men’s scores, we might 
rest happy in the red cheeked Anglo-Saxon 
introduction. 

But with the first bars of the movement 
proper starts up a top heavy cyclone cloud, 
tempestuous, bewildering with its rampage 
of passionate abandon and headlong drive. 
thrashing back and forth among the inoffen- 
sive laborers behind the stands, and the sight 
of the end looms up as a mirage several un- 
necessary times before it does arrive. 

To resume the figure of the “ facade ’’ in- 
troduction, the movement gives the effect of 
a huge temple with no sense of proportion 
demonstrated in any two lines, a huge catch 
all for every sort of artistic object known to 
the collector, stacked in heaps and piles with- 
out order. It is oppressive in splendor of 
elaboration; but the faint perfume of sac- 
rifice within is not the smoke of incense; it 
is the smoke of good, luxurious, English 
tobacco with a tinge of midnight kerosene. 

It is not square toed or unworkmanlike in 
one single bar. Elgar has not become the 
greatest figure in English music upon arepu- 
tation of errors. It is filled with all the 
cleverness of a modern composer, with the 
passionate expression of this extreme age, 
with the keenest eagerness for the greatest 
effectiveness. It is all that and more. But 
symphony is another question. 


— 

After the first movement there is a notice - 
able change in the spirit of the work. It 18 
more open and it is much less at the merey 
of a dynamic obsession. One must except. 
always the finale, which falls short of noth- 
well organi noise, of course, but it is noise 
just the same. 

There are ments of real beauty; there 
are whole sections that are proof of an inspi- 
ration far above the level of enthusiasm and 
earnesthess. It is with sure hand that these 
are set forth, and the effect is of fresh au- 
thority. In short, the symphony is a massive 
work comprising marvelously constructed 
SECTIONS, filed with thoughts inspired and 
thoughts banal, assembled with unerring 
craft and polished toad of refinement 
that is dazzling. It is a master effort that 
defies all the laws of proportion and all the 
canons of tradition. No more grandiose 
structure has come from old England. But 
Elgar has forgotten the one sad fact; in self- 
restraint is strength and not in abandon. 

This {s our frank opinion. Seriously, the 
introduction and part of the first movement 
are a great joy. “We could listen to that 
much of the symphony twice at every concert 
for a month and reverence it. Ot course, it is 
too long and one's ears might grow to enor- 
mous lengths on the exercise furuished by 
the hectic dynamics of the piece. But it is 
impressive in the extreme.

The snlendid reading given Georg Schu- 
mann's Liehesfrue®ling "’ overture and the 
three Wagner excerpts must not be forgot- 
ten. Especially was the audience pleased 
with a most beautiful interpretation of the 
love scene and warning from “ Tristan.” 
The effect of the previous ministration had 
something to do with this feeling placid 
contentment, for after that symphony the 
Wagner scores sounded like four part cho- 
rales. 

The work of the orchestra was splendid 
throughout. We shall gofar to hear another 
such program, for the evidences of virtuosity 
were held before us in every minute of the 
concert.

Opponents Call It “Disgrace.” 

The opponents of the resolution declared 

it was a shame and disgrace’ that labor 
should go on record as indirectly favoring a 
traffic that has brought ruin and degrada- 
tion to the homes and families of thousands 
of workingmen.”’ 
Speakers on both sides of the question 
waxed warm and eloquent in their denuncla- 
tion,or support of the liquortraffic. So heat-

George Bissett, who killed Detective Ser- 
geant William J. Russell in the saloon of 


was found guilty of murder last night by @ 
jury in Judge Scanlan's court, which fixed 
his punishment at life imprisonment. 

.sThe verdict was reached at 8:30 o'clock, 
after the jury had been out four hours, but 
was not read until an hour later, because 
Judge Scanlan, despairing of an early agree- 


torney Day expressed gratification over tife 
finding, and said he expected it. Attorney 
Frank H. Bowen, representing the defense, 
declared the finding was against the evidence 
and made the usual motion for a new trial. 
The killing resulted from a revolver fight 
in which Russell, his partner, Detective 
Thomas J. Stapleton, and Bissett partici- 
pated. All three were injured. Russell died 
within a short time after he was wounded, 
Stapleton lay in a hospital for several weeks, 
and Bissett was in such a precarious i- 


his peace with the church, and became recon- 
elled with his wife, tr," had left him some 
time before. 


Pistol Fight in Saloon. 

Bissett was known among the police as 
“the gimlet man.” He was su ted. of 
numerous robberies. Russell and Stapleton 
had been detailed.to arrest him. They had 
been detailed also to a labor meeting where 
trouble was expected. They saw 4 stranger 
dart through an alley and into Bertsche’s sa- 
loon, which adjoins the temporary city hall. 

While watching the movements of the 
stranger in the saloon Russell spied Bissett 
at the south end of the bar, and without in- 
forming Stapleton of his intentions ap- 
proached the suspect. There was some talk 
about having a drink. Bissett told Ruseell 
he did not know him and that he was intrud- 
ing. Suddenly Russell reached to Bissett’s 
right hand hip pocket and grabbed his re- 
volver. 

Instantly. Bissett drew another revolver 
from his left hip pocket and began blazing 
away at the detective. Russel] returned the 
fire until he fell mortally wounded. Staple- 
ton rushed to the ald of Russell with all speed, 
but Russell was sinking before his partner 
reached him. Bissett fought unflinchingly 
until he saw Stapleton drop, and then he ran 
from the Fifth avenue entrance and crossed 
the street before he himself fell from the loss 
of blood 


Says He Mistook Policeman. 


Bissett made the defense that Russell had 
been drinking, that he mistook the police- 
man for a thief who was trying to rob Him, 
and made other charges which the jury did 
not take seriously. He said he used the 
revolvers for the purpose of firing shots to 
attract a crowd to a snake and monkey 
show he operated at Riverview park. 

Police officers, Bertsche, the bartenders, 
and other witnesses testified for the state. 

Bissett evidently read the news in the 
grave faces of the jurorgas they dhtered the 
courtroom, for he grew pale and shuddered. 
He passed hig fingers nervously through his 

air and didn't appear to regain his com- 
posure until the verdict Was pronounced. 
Observers expressed the opinion that Bissett 
was relieved because the death penalty had 
not been inflicted.

CONFESSIONS IN HAND. 


Promises.of Immunity to Break 
Up System of Cheating 
Fifty Years Old.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 22.— [Special. 
Following extended conferences today be- 
tween Collector ot Customs Loeb of the port 
of New York and officials of the treasury 
department, it was —j that more 
smuggling operations on a gigantic scale are 
to be disclosed. These recently discovered 
frauds will cause the sugar weighing scandal 
to pale into insignificance, it is stated. 

The $2,000,000 which it is estimated the gov- 
ernment lost on account of the sugar frauds 


will be only a small percentage of the ag- 


gregate that has been filched through sys- 
tematic smuggling at the port of New York 
by false weights and other devices during 
a period of nearly fifty years. 

The treasury officers were greatly int rest- 
ed in the information which the collector of 
customs laid before them. Mr. Loeb admits 
that he has some interesting news which he 
may be able to disclose laten but for the 
present he is not discussing the matter for 
publication. Some of the treasury officers 
admitted today that the array of evidence 
already procured, by promises of immunity, 
which has been communicated to the govern- 
ment officers through the confessions of em- 
ployés is astounding. 

Confers on _Prosecutions. 

Collector Loeb discussed the ‘prosecutions 
that now are under way against persons 
charged with frauds on the customs at the 
port of New York with Assistant Secretary 


Hilles and Chief of Customs Montgomery. 


It was stated that the policy of promising 
immunity adopted by Collector Loeb was 
approved by the department. It was pointed 
out that one great trouble heretofore experi- 
enced by customs officers in running down 
frauds had been due to the fact that it had 
been impossible to obtain the necessary evi- 
dence without giving immunity to employés 
who confessed, and that that method had 
mot been adopted until recently. 

Mr. Loeb made a full report to his superiors 
here on the results of his new and strenuous 
policy of searching incoming passengers. He 
explained that he had been misquoted and 
that his methods had been misrepresented, 
not only at home, but in the newspapers 
abroad, which had inspired much fear in the 
minds of returning passengers who had read 
the reports in London and Paris. The gen- 
era] effect, however, had been beneficial. 


Thinks He Has Ended Smuggling. 


The collector declared it to be his belief 
that he had succeeded in putting a stop to 
smuggling and fraud at the port of New 
York. The effect, he said, would be to make 
it easier for passengers to enter who were 
willing to make honest declarations. He 
submitted to the treasury officers a number 
of letters of commendation which he ha re- 
ceived from prominent Americans who had 
come from abroad recently and who ex- 
pressed their gratification at the promptness 
and facility with which they had been passed 
through the customs house. 

The treasury officers stated today that Mr. 
Loeb’s administrative policies generally met 
with approval. The department has order

NORTHERN PACIFIC’S REPORT 
SHOWS INCREASED REVENUES. 


Complete Statement of Road’s Finances 


Reflect Improved Conditions for the 
Fiscal Year Ended June 30 Last. 


New York, Oct. 22.—[Speciah]—The full 
pamphlet report of the Northern Pacific rail- 
way company for the fiscal year ended June 
30 last is now at hand. A detailed incom 
account was published Oct. 5 last. : 

The report states the freight revenues in- 
creased 1.40 per cent during the year, 5,260,- 
492,660 tons of revenue freight having been 
moved one mile, an increase of 104,114,201 
tons one mile, or 2.02 per cent over the pre- 
vious year. The number of passengers car- 
ried was 8,404,712, an increase of 524,879 over 
the previous year. 

The capital stock of the company was in- 
creased by .$93,000,000 during the year to 
$248,000,000, of which amount $2,387,000 was 
at the date of this report held in the form of 
subscription receipts, not having been ex- 
changed for certificates. The bonded debt of 
the company was increased during thetwelve 
months by $1,197,761. 


Great Northern Shows Gain. 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 22.—While the rev. 
enue of the Great Northern railway showed 
a decrease in the aggregate during the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1900, the company is able 
to show a considerable improvement, ac- 
cording to the annual report issued today. 
President L. W. Hill reports that the freight 
revenue increased $2,750,862 over the cor- 
responding period of last year. 


INDICT LAND SCHEME AGENT; 
SAY HE MISUSED THE MAILS. 


W. N. Smith, Accused of Promoting 
Fraudulent Mexican Plantation En- 
terprise, Must Answer to Government 


Willlam N. Smith, president of the San 
Luis Land and Cattle company and pro- 
moter of the E] Maiz Sugar Plantation com- 
pany, was indicted yesterday by the federal 
grand jury. He is charged with using the 
United States mails to promote the fraudu- 
lent sale of stock certificates in the sugar 
plantation company. 

Certificate purchasers have been swindled, 
according to the government charges, out of 
thousands of dollars by their investments 
in the two companies. 

Jesse L. Bosworth, Colon, Mich.; William 
A. Wolf, Nevada, O.; and Mrs. Josephine 
Brockman, Cincinnati, who are said to have 
lost money invested in the plantations 
scheme, were witnesses agaihst Smith. 

The El Maiz Sugar Plantation company, 
the posta! authorities say, was organized as 
the selling agent for the San Luis Land and 
Cattle company, whigh was represented to 
be the owner of a 5,000 acre tract of rich 
Mexican land. 

Five thousand certificates at $200 each, 
each representing one acre of the land, were 
issued. The certificates, the government 
agents say, are worthless.

Plan to Move Freight Houses. 

In order to make room for a structure ade- 
quate to the passenger service of the roads 
the present freight houses would have to be 
removed elsewhere. 

As admitted by President McCrea, the Bur- 
Ungton's decision to join with the other roads 
in the union station and its sale of Terminal 
Transfer stock to the Baltimore and Ohio 
cleared up the chief obstacle to the Penn- 
sylvania’s plans, but there is still a point of 
difference to be settled, and it is stated offi- 
cially that the plans have not yet progressed 
far enough to warrant the engagement of 
an architect. 

When the new station is built the five 
roads will each be equal partners in the prop- 
erty instead of being lessees and tenants of 
the Pennsylvania, as at present, and they 
will each contribute one-fifth of the cost, or 
about $5,000,000. 


Architect May Get Busy Soon. 

As the estimated cost has now been brought 
down to what the western roads feel that 
they can stand, it is believed that there will 
be few hitches before the stage of preparing 
architects’ plans will have been reached. 

In connec pon with the station plans a 
project on the part of the elevated roads for 
bullding a loop through Canal street to pass 
both the Union and the Northwestern sta- 
tions has been suggested. The Canal street 
line would be built either by the Metropoli- 
tan and Oak Park companies jointly, or, in 
the event of a consolidation of all the elevated 
roads, by the merger company. ’ 

According to this plan, some of the trains 
of the Oak Park and west side roads would 
be routed around the Canal street loop past 
the railroad station, thus relieving some of 
the Union Loop congestion and accommodat.- 
ing west side passengers.

shortage in East and South Due 
to Hanling Western Crops. 


BIG. ORDERS ARE PLACED. 


L. and N. Reported to Have Bought the 
Cincinnati Short Line.

In spite of recent large purchases ot rolling 
stock, the railroads of the United States are 
now face to face with a shortage of freight 
cars, the largest which has been experienced 
for nearly two years. — K as 

The shortage amounted to 23,431 cars on 
Oct. 21, according to the bulletin of the 
American Railway association, issued yes- 
terday, and is confined principally to the 
east and south. This is due to the fact that 
all the cars that could be moved have been 
assembled in the west to haul the crops. 

There are still surpluses amounting to 
85,977 cars, however, on the roads in the 
west and the northwest. At this time a year 
ago there was a total surplus of 110,000, and 


Less than a year will be required to smooth 


This understanding, however, may be mod- 


shortages amounting to only 10,800. 

The fact that there are both shortages and 
surpluses reported is due to the fact that in 
some sections the shippers have asked for 
more cars than they could get, while in other 
sections the railroads are better prepared 
to meet the demands made upon them. 


Roads Carry as Much Freight. 

That the shortage is so small as compared 
with the disastrous year of 1906 is ascribed 
‘to the fact that the roads are now getting 
dettef service out of their equipment and 
facilities aside from the purchases of cars 
during the summer. 

„There seemis to be no doubt that the rail- 
roads are carrying as much-~-freight as they 
did in October, 1907,“ say, Arthur Hale, 
chairman of the committee on relations be- 
tween railroads, in his report. 

It is to be noted that the shortages are less 
than one-third of what they were then, when 
there was no surplusat all, as compared with 
the present surplus of 35,977. It is also to be 
noted that the shortage is only 10,232 cars 
more than it was a year ago, and the surplus 
has dropped only 17,411 cars in the last two 
weeks. 


Dig Car Orders Placed. 


When it is recaHed that last winter the 
surplus reached as high as 300,000 cars, the 
figures show a remarkable increase in traffic. 
Some of the heaviest car orders in the his- 
tory of the railroads have been placed during 
the last few weeks. During the first three 
weeks of October orders have been placed 
for over 15,425 freight cars, 349 locomotives, 
and 289 passenger cars. 

To establish the right of a shipper to appeal 
from an order of the interstate commerce 
commission, and to recover $11,568 in freight 
rates paid to the raflroads above what the 
commission prescribed as the legal rate, is 
the object of a suit filed in the Cirouit court 
by six lumber firms of Memphis, Tenn., in- 
volving twenty-nine railroads. 

It is reported that.the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad has bought the Frankfort and 
Cineinnati Short Line railroad, and will 
formally take over the road on Nov. 1. This 
will give the Louisville and Nashville valu- 
able additional territory free from compe- 
tition most of the way.

On Tuesday, Nov. 2, the electors of 
San Francisco will determine whether or 
no the city is to mark the first milestone 
cu the new road toward municipal de- 
ceney. 

New York again is engaged in a strug- 
gle against corruption. There has been 
a ten year fight in Philadelphia which, if 
it does not result in the election of Gib- 
boney this fall and the winning of the 
fight by the forces behind him, will re- 
sult in a Pyrrhic victory for the gang 
80 costly that they cannot recover from it. 
If the opponents of Tammany are beaten 
in New York it will be because the fight 
Against it has been intermittent and badly 
led. 

But the issue in San Francisco is clear. 

San Franciscans have been parties to 
and witnesses of the most dramatic and 
the most inspiring battle by honesty 
Against the fearful odds of corporate cor- 
ruption that the country has ever wit- 
nessed. The election will decide whether 
eitisens of the rest of the country will be 
willing to go there with their wives and 
children; whether they will be willing to 
bring capital to establish businesses; 
whether the city will be pointed out as an 
example of the almost hopeless shameless- 
nese of the commercial capital of the Pa- 
cific, or whether it will be an inspiration 
for the inhabitatits of other cities who are 
winning their way to freedom. 
_ Francis J. Heney, who has been in 
charge of the prosecution of the graf ters, 
is the people's candidate for district at- 
torney. Arrayed against him is Charles 
M. Fickert, selected by the men under in- 
dictment and by the public service cor 
porations, who apparently desire to place 
the stamp of approval wpon the bribing of 
public officials and to nullify the statute 
which calls bribery à crime. 

It staggets us in the middlé west to 
learn that 15,000 men cast their votes in 
the primaries for Fickert when the issue 
was plain; when the grafters had sought 
to murder Heney; when Spreckels has 
been ostracised not by the churches but 
by the rich criminals indicted; when the 
evidence unearthed by Burns is so clear 
that a boy could understand it. 

The issue is not local to San Francisco 
except in the sense that it will determine 
the status of the city in the eyes of the 
country and will determme whether de- 
eent men would not rather do business in 
the west at Portland, Seattle, Spokane, 
and Tacoma; whether homeseekers will 
not look for cities free from the contam- 
juation of vice, and fields for business 
investment where they will not be subject 
to blackmail and corrupt competition. 

The issue can. be summed up in a few 
words:

THE UNION STATION 

The president of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road says “ We have been working hard 
for seven years ou plans for a new union 
station. It is gratifying to know that the 
railroad officials have been aware for thut 
length of time that the present statioh 
is a disgrace to the roads which use it 
and the city. It is to be hoped that seven 
more years will not be allowed to go by 
before the depot plans which have been 
prepared shall be realized in steel and 
stone. b 

The obvious site, for the new station is 
opposite the Northwestern depot. The 
two stations will serve as one of the two 
groups which the city looks for. The 
other will be on Van Buren or Twelfth 
street, preferably the latter. Next in 
order will be the construction of a sub- 
way uniting the two groups, to be used 
for the transfer of passengers. 

There is one poift concerning the new 

station which the Pennsylvania and its 
allied roads must not lose sight of. All 
depots ever constructed in Chicago, with 
one possible exception, have become over- 
crowded soon after they were finished. 
They were built with no thought of the 
future. The railroad which is contem- 
plating an enormous outlay on. the west 
side, for self-protection and to be able to 
serve its patrons properly, must build not 
for today Bor for tomorrow. The con- 
gestion in the downtown streets and the 
sudden shooting up from the ground of 
new hotels show how great the traffic of 
the Chicago roads is and how much great- 
er it is to be. 
* The short sighted policy of the past 
must be abandoned. Make sure of having 
all the land that will be required and 
build on 80 liberal a scale that there will 
be no complaint in the near future of in- 
adequaté accommodations.

With the permission 
of the king he is spending a éonsidétable amount of 
money in careful restoration of the remains of the 
palace, and lately has been showing what he has thus 
far accomplishéd to friends possessed of the same 
tastes as himself. Moreover, King Edward has prom- 
ised him an early visit, to see the good effects of his 
work. What is left of the palace is an old gateway, 
with a long room above it, and a small wing with some 
superb paneled rooms, a grand stairease of magnificent 
carved o&k, and a whole tmaze of vaults below ground. 

Bullt of brown brick. the palace was occupied by 
Richard I. as a hunting lodge, It is there where Ed- 
ward III. died and Henry V. resided, where certain of 
the buildings owed their construction to Geoffrey Chau- 
eer, and it was the favorite home of Henry VII. 
Henry VIII. lent it to Cardinal Wolsey after the latter 
presented him with his own palaée at Hampton court; 
and on that great prelate’s death assigned it as a resi- 
dence to Qtieen Anne, princess of Clevés, whom he had 
divoréea. l 

Yet she kept the friendship of her Blue Beard hwus- 
band, who occasionally visited her there after he had 
taten to Himself another wife. queen Mary, surnamed 
“the Bloody,” spent her honeymoon there with King 
Philip of Spain, and Queen Elizabeth died in the long 
room over the gateway, which still is adorned with the 
Tudor arms and cipher. James I. settled Richmond 
palace on his son Henry, prince of Wales, and it was 
Charles I. who surrounded that portion of the environ- 
ing royal forest, now known as Richmond park, nearly 
3.000 acres in extent, with a wall some sixteen miles 
long. After the execution of the king, parliament pre- 
sented the park to the citizens of London, who, how- 
ever, gave it back to Charles II. on the Restoration.

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The palace subsequently, was used by James IL, 
whose son, the old pretender, spent much of His éhild- 
hood there, and both William III. and queen Anne were 
wont to occupy the palace when hunting in the great 
park. But George I. and George II. had no use for the 
place, and during their reigus most of the palace was 
razed to the ground, with the exception of the gateway 
and the wing known as the “trumpeting house.“ 

It is said that what is left ts haunted, that the 
ghost of the virgin queen “ walks” on certain nights of 
the year in that Freat room above the gateway in 
which she died, and that the apparitions of Sir Walter 
Raleigh, Sir Francis Drake, of her secretary of state, 
old Cecil, of Lords Leicester and Essex, also may be 
seen at night wandgring up and down the grand stair- 
case which their feet must have trodden so often in 
the sixteenth century, ile, according to a legend in 
the distfict, there is an immense treasure hidden Away 
somewhere in the vaults below the gatéhdusé by that 
most miserly of English monarchs, Henry VII, and 
searched for in vain by his son and suecessor, Henry 
VIII. a i 

If it is ever recovered it will belong, not to the 
lessee, or even to the possible purchaser of the palace, 
but to the crown, according to the anciént law which 
forces, under penalty of fine and imprisonment, the dis- 
@overer of treasure trove to surrender every vestige 
of it to the sovereign.

Mr. Chesterton's first intention has not 
been to be brilliant, however, nor yet erratic 
—though he was writing of Shaw. Heclaims 
for Shaw the clearest lucidity, the most ag- 

_ gressive Puritanism, the most undeviating 
moral intent. But it is Chesterton’s mis~ 
fortune fo be irremediably clever, so that the 
reader gasps with admiration when Chester- 
ton would fain have him accord a respectful 
hearing and applaud the utterance of convic- 
tions. 

It is no eulogy that Mr. Chesterton has 
extended to Mr. Shaw. He knows better, 
probably, than to do such a thing. No one 
dare assume the responsibility of applauding 
Shaw, or even of agreeing with him, unless 
he is prepared to sacrifice Mr. Shaw's re- 
spect. Mr. Chesterton is, indeed, as full of 
objections as a beech tree of nuts, and the 
ground is littered with his critical bons mots. 
To follow Chesterton's Shavian code to the 
end would mean that this entire article would 
be devoted to the subject, and, while the bril- 
liancy of the critic and the extraordinary 
perversity and power of the man criticised 
would more than justify that, and far greater, 
evidence of admiration, yet no question we 


‘have been given a disproportionaté amount 


of Chesterton and are replete with Shaw. 

Yet to pass a book so provocative. without 
go much as a quotation would argue some- 
thing akin to stolidity on the part of the re- 
viewer. A selection which records Chester- 
ton’s view of Shaw’s criticism of Shakapeare 
may have general interest. 

It is odd, observes Mr. Chesterton, that Bernard 
Shaw's chief error or insensibility should have been 
the instrument of his noblest affirmation. The de- 
munciation of Shakspeare was a mere misunder-

. pessimism was the most splendid understanding 
| of all his utterances. This is the greatest thing in 
Shaw, a serious optimism—even a tragic optimism.

The 
‘temporary decline of theology bad involved the 
neglect of philosophy and all fine thinking. and 
Bernard Shaw had ta find shaky justifications in 
Schopenhauer for the sons of God shouting for joy. 
He called it the Wil! to Live—a phrase invented by 
‘Prussian professors who would like to exjst—but 
can’t. Afterwards he asked people to worship the 
Life-Force, as if one could worshipahyphen. But 
though he covered it with crude new names (which 
are now fortunately crumbling every where like bad 
mortar), he was on the side of the good old cause, 
the oldest and the best of all causes—the cause of 
creation against destruction, the cause of yes 
against no, the cause of the seed against the stony 
earth and the star against the abyss.

whimsical story of “THE TRIM- 

MING OF GOOSIE"’ (Moffatt, Yard 

& Ce.) is to confess one’s self a clod 

with earth rooted feet and not much 
soul—for soul is what we call it, lacking a 
better name, this winged epirit that cannot 
escape the body to which it is chained, savein 
dreams. 

But if you have never known the stir of its 
wings, $ you have not even felt the pricking 
of pin féathers, don't read this book, for you 
will put it down with a blank look on your 
face and count your time wasted. 

Plato says that man's soul, in a former 
state, was winged and soared among the 
gods, and that music is the power on earth 
which starts the pin feathers to pricking 
again. 

‘Goonie answers to the call of not music, but 
the sight of hawks in the clouds, long breaths 
of exhilarating spring air, and other sniffs 
of freedom, coaxing him away from the con- 
fining domesticity of ‘a Harlem flat and a 
cunning. little wife who insists on snipping 
Goosie’s sprouting wings with her cold little 
practical shears. 

But Goosie cannot be kept down, and after 
he has soared away off up there somewhere 
and poor, tearful Dolly is left alone in her 
world of little material concerns, a practical 
aunt from Boston comes to the rescue witha 
volume of Darwin. She quotes, or rather she 
translates, Darwin and Dolly learns that 
man is by nature a clung-to and woman a 
cling-to. Whether he will or no, man must 
be clung to. He cannot help it, declares 
Aunt Hester. 


“Cling, Dolly, cling,” is her sage advice. 
* Rely on your fhstincts: They are better 
than your reason, for they are the reason of 
your mother and grandmother, and all the 
line of mothers that came before you. They 
had to be right, Dolly. or they wouldn't have 
been, and then you wouldn't be. Goto him 
and stick around.

ON CHINESE BOATS 


People Are Born, Marry, and 
Die Upon.the River at 


JOURNEY TO HONGKONG. 


Country ‘a Network of Channels 
with Fruit Trees Along 
the Banks. 


Siaty-nenth Installment of a Diary of a 
47,000 Mile Journey. 
BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D. LL. D.

Thursday~The morning dawned cold and 
Greary, with a fine mist. At 7 I left the hotel 
and made my wey in the hotel boat down 
to the English steamer, by which I was to 
make the journey back to Hongkong. The 
life om this river at this city must be unique: 
the river is fairly alive with boats which 
wriggle over the surface of the water like 
maggots. On these boats people are born, 
marry, and die. 

They would be as much out of place on 
dry land as a fish. I am told that in a re- 
cent typhoon hundreds of lives were lost on 
the river—how many no one knows or ever 
wil People are too busy living over here 
‘to bother about a long winded census, and 
as a consequence it cannot be known how 
many are killed in these typhoons because 
they never know how many are on the river 
at any one time. 


Departure from the (ity. 

We leave the city by a different channel 
from the one by which we arrived the other 
morning. We pass many big steamers and 
an old fort if the river, from Which formerly 
chains were taken to the shore by which the 
river could be locked at night. Then we 
pass through a flat country, with low hills not 
far beyond, apparently under the most in- 
tense cultivation, rice paddies, and the big 
water buffalo predominating. The whole 
country is a network of channels, with fruit 
trees along the embankments. On account 
of the mist I was deprived of the real beauty 
of the journey, said to be fine in places. Be- 
yond Tiger island, a big black rock, we enter 
a hilly Country. The river here has cut 
through the coast range of hills. As we come 
nearer g the hill become more nu- 
merous and of greater height. 

At 8:80 we are back in Victoria, and by 4 
o’clock I had left the hotel for the trip up 
the peak. A walk of a few blocks toward 
the back of the city brought me to the in- 
clined railway, where, in a car similar to 
those found in some of the hill towns of 
Switzerland, I was lifted at a steep angie 
along the side of the mountain to the top of 
the hill, which forme the background of the 
city. The ever widening view over the city. 
with its parks and open space, and villas, and 
great crowded bay, and the small islands of 
barren yellowish hille about the mouth of 
the Pearl river and the higher and more 
barren islands of rock up and down the 
coast, some of them nearly 4,000 feet high, is 
beautiful. 


View from Summit Impressive. 

The view from the summit of the peak is 
impressive. Much of the long crest of the 
peak has been remodeled by Englishmen who 
have here built stately villas and great parks, 
and a hospital, and a governor's palace, to 
say nothing of tennis courte and gardens. 
It is all English, all substantial, all forma); 
signs of money everywhere. The city itself, 
when one examines it at close range, gives 
evidence. of prosperity and great wealth. 

From one of the highest pointe of the 
hill I watched the sun go down beyond the 
islands.
